PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING

of  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  was  held  at  the  Hospital,  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue 
and  Forty-second  Street,  on  November  8th,  1906.  Mr.  Frederick 
Sturges  was  called  to  the  Chair.

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved.

P.  Gibney,  M.  D.,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Frederick  Sturges,  submitted  a state- 
ment of  his  accounts  for  the  year,  approved  by  the  Auditing 
Committee,  which  was  read  and  approved,  whereupon  it  was, 
on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Report  and  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Treasurer  be  printed  un- 
der the  direction  of  a Committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Wm.  Church 
Osborn,  Dr.  V.  P.  Gibney  and  Mr.  Arthur  P.  Sturges. 

The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  and  Managers  of  the  Society 
was  then  held,  and  the  following-named  persons  recommended 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  were  duly  elected. 

No  other  business  appearing  before  the  meeting,  on  motion 
the  Society  adjourned.

Fie 
serves  four  months  as  Junior,  four  as  Senior,  and  four  as  House 
Surgeon,  residing  in  the  Hospital  during  the  entire  period  of 
twelve  months.  The  applications  are  to  be  made  both  personally 
and  in  writing  to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  or  Superintendent.

The  volume  of  medical  and  surgical  work  performed  by  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  year,  has  somewhat  increased  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  other  agencies  for  good  of  similar  character  have 
been  sharing  our  burdens.  Matters  of  interest  on  this  side  of  our 
work  are  shown  in  the  report  of  our  Surgeon-in-Chief. 

The  efforts  of  the  Managers  during  the  last 'year  have  been 
largely  directed  towards  the  improvement  of  the  organization  and 
work  of  the  Hospital.  By  careful  examination  of  the  details  of 
our  purchases,  a saving,  foreshadowed  in  our  last  annual  report, 
has  been  effected,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  been  de- 
creased $8,112.62,  without,  it  is  believed,  affecting  the  efficiency  of 
the  service.  The  experts  of  the  Finance  Department,  Charitable 
Institutions  Division,  have  made  an  examination  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  Trustees  have  greatly  profited  by  the  suggestions  made  in 
the  report,  which  they  have  been  enabled  to  receive  by  the  kind- 
ness of  Dr.  Potter. 

The  Hospital  was  visited  during  the  winter  by  an  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  which  would  be  controlled  only  to  break  out  again 
after  all  were  supposed  to  be  safe.  This  seriously  interfered  with 
a number  of  matters  proposed  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Trustees, 
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and  especially  with  the  desire  to  reorganize  the  school.  This  has 
now  been  carefully  studied  and  substantial  improvements  are  con- 
templated. The  school  shopld  be  more  than  an  educational  insti- 
tution ; it  should  be  the  brightest  spot  in  the  lives  of  our  children. 
The  kindergarten  should  be  a feature  in  the  life  of  each  child  that 
attends  it,  and  the  school  work  should  be  largely  developed  along 
the  industrial  lines,  which  have  already  given  good  results,  so  as 
to  give  the  children  the  resource  of  the  use  of  their  hands  and 
minds  even  when  they  are  unable  to  use  the  rest  of  their  bodies. 
A piano  is  greatly  needed  in  the  kindergarten  and  such  a gift  by 
one  of  our  friends  would  be  most  welcome. 

The  matter  of  a country  home  has  again  had  the  serious  and 
careful  attention  of  the  trustees,  and  we  have  been  in  the  receipt 
of  a very  favorable  offer  of  suitable  property.  The  difficulty, 
however,  has  been  that  we  have  been  unable  to  secure  the  funds  to 
run  so  large  an  enterprise  in  addition  to  the  work  we  are  now 
conducting  in  the  City. 

We  wish  again  to  ask  our  friends  for  subscriptions  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  We  are  in  great  need.  Our 
income  is  less  than  our  expenses  and  our  beneficent  work  is  cur- 
tailed by  lack  of  means,  especially  in  the  direction  of  a country 
hospital.  We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  kindness  of  those 
mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  who  have  taken 
those  of  our  children  who  could  be  in  the  country  without  constant 
medical  supervision,  but  we  urgently  need  funds  to  keep  in  the 
quiet  and  pure  air  of  the  country  a large  number  of  sufferers  who 
need  frequent  medical  aid.  We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation 
of  the  faithful  and  able  work  of  the  members  of  the  Hospital  Staff 
throughout  the  year.

Gentlemen. — The  Foicy-Third  Annual  Report  of  your  Hos- 
pital is  herewith  presented,  embodying  the  customary  statistics  in 
tabular  form. 

The  number  treated  differs  a little  from  that  of  the  year  pre- 
ceding, indeed,  the  capacity  of  the  Institution  is  about  taxed  to  its 
limit,  so  far  as  the  Out-Patient  Department  is  concerned. 

The  Wards  of  the  Hospital  are  still  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date all  patients  referred  from  the  Out-Patient  Department.  It 
is  true,  that  some  complain  of  not  being  able  to  secure  admission, 
and  it  is  also  true  that  many  complain  that  they  are  not  retained 
long  enough  in  the  Wards.  The  statistics  (on  Page  21 ) will  show 
how  indulgent  has  been  the  administration. 

I beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  apparatus  statistics  (Page 
20  ) illustrative  of  the  mechanical  features  of  the  Hospital,  and,  in 
this  connection,  I desire  to  speak  of  the  value  of  the  services  of 
our  efficient  instrument-maker,  the  foreman,  who  has  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  Hospital  for  a number  of  years,  and  conducts  the 
large  work-shop  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Surgeons ; turning  out 
apparatus  that  does  credit  to  the  Institution.  Compare  with  this 
the  tables  of  statistics  found  on  (Page  27),  which  are  re- 
corded the  operations,  with  the  deformities  and  diseases  for  which 
such  procedures  become  necessary.  These  methods  of  treatment, 
the  operations  and  the  mechanical  appliances,  supplement  one  an- 
other most  efficiently. 

Year  by  year,  experience  gained  in  this  service  enables  one  to 
achieve  results  which  contribute  more  and  more  to  relief  that  is 
not  only  immediate,  but  permanent.  Certain  deformities  and  dis- 
eases, formerly  looked  upon  with  hope  but  little  removed  from  de- 
spair, have  now  come  within  the  domain  of  cure  and  restoration  to 
perfect  function  of  the  joint. 


SCHOOL  IN  SESSION 
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Take  as  an  illustration  the  form  of  club-foot,  dependent  upon 
infantile  paralysis.  We  have  learned  to  transfer  tendons,  whose 
muscles  are  strong,  to  bones  and  ligaments  where  tendons  of  pal- 
sied muscles  are  attached,  and  thus  bring  about  a restoration  of 
symmetry  of  action,  and,  even  where  the  paralysis  involves  all  the 
muscles  of  the  joints,  we  still  find  a way  of  relief  by  destroying  the 
articular  surfaces  of  the  joints,  securing  a pretty  firm  foot  and 
ankle  on  which  to  walk. 

Again,  take  the  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip,  so  familiar  to 
everyone.  By  means  of  the  bloodless  operation,  many  of  these 
cases  are  cured,  and  where  this  procedure  fails,  we  still  have  re- 
course to  the  cutting  operation,  and,  it  is  seldom  that  a patient  born 
with  hips  dislocated,  leaves  this  Hospital  without  either  a cure,  or, 
a great  amount  of  relief. 

The  number  of  Hernia  patients  has  varied  little  from  last  year ; 
being  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  4,848  in  place  of  4,852.  From 
this  number  186  have  been  referred  to  the  Hospital  for  operative 
treatment;  155  being  children  and  31  being  adults.  Last  year 
there  were  196  patients  operated  upon,  24  of  whom  were  adults. 

There  have  been  no  deaths,  and  no  complications  following 
these  operations,  and  no  relapses  have  been  noted. 

There  is  the  same  urgent  demand  for  accommodation  for  Adult 
Male  patients,  which  has  existed  for  several  years,  and,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  we  shall  soon  be  in  a position  to  take  this  class  of  pa- 
tients into  the  Hospital  wards. 

While  commending  to  you  the  scientific  features  of  the  Hos- 
pital, we  must  not  forget  the  sentimental.  Recently,  the  Matron 
called  my  attention  to  “two  little  friends,”  Annie  and  Mary,  lying 
for  many  months  side  by  side  in  one  of  the  wards.  The  appara- 
tus necessary  to  maintain  good  positions,  and  protect  the  patients, 
looked  like  a complete  coat  of  mail,  and  yet,  these  children  were 
always  smiling  while  their  little  hands  were  busy  in  handicraft. 
One  was  an  orphan,  and  the  mother  of  the  other  acted  as  mother 
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for  both.  It  was  she  who  wrote  letters  thanking  us  from  the  bot- 
tom of  a heart  overflowing  with  gratitude.  Finally  the  disease 
began  to  yield,  and  the  recovery  of  both  was  steady  and  ran  about 
apace,  one  with  the  other.  Paralysis  has  disappeared,  apparatus 
has  been  removed,  and  they  are  in  wheeled  carts  going  about  the 

ward,  spending  the  better  part  of  the  day  on  the  roof,  and  to 
every  one  of  the  doctors  and  nurses  are  known  as  the  “Two 
Little  Friends.” 

Mr.  John  Arbuckle,  visiting  the  wards  last  year,  was  so  im- 
pressed with  these  children  whose  limbs  were  paralyzed,  that  he 
set  about  devising  some  means  whereby  they  could  earn  a living 
with  their  hands.  We  venture  to  say  that  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant, when  wealthy  friends  will  come  to  our  assistance,  and  enable 
us  to  establish  an  industrial  element  worthy  of  the  name,  and 
which  will  provide  employment  for  those  whom  your  institutions 
fail  to  restore  to  an  active  life. 

The  Surgeons  to  the  Out-Patients,  as  well  as  those  on  duty  in 
the  Wards,  have  been  most  efficient  and  faithful  in  attendance,  and 
skillful  to  a degree  that  must  commend  this  work  to  every  member 
of  your  Board. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  record  here  the  death,  on  June 
26th,  of  Doctor  W.  Duff  Bullard,  who  served  us  so  well  for  many 
years  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

The  Nurses  have  commanded  the  respect,  not  only  of  the  Staff 
and  the  Administration,  but  of  the  parents  of  the  children,  and, 
many  letters  come  to  the  office  testifying  to  the  uniform  kindness 
bf  those  in  charge. 

The  Outings  have  been  continued  without  any  interruption. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  nearly  every  child  in  the  Hospital  was 
taken  to  the  Circus,  the  tickets  being  furnished  by  Barnum  and 
Bailey,  and  the  transportation  by  the  carriages  of  the  Crippled 
Children’s  Driving  Fund,  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Dreyfus. 

On  April  24th,  Mrs.  J.  Borden  Harriman,  furnished  a Punch 
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and  Judy  show  entertainment  for  the  children,  and  supplemented 
it  with  ice-cream  and  cake. 

On  May  2nd,  Miss  Rebecca  W therell  gave  them  a drive  in 
the  Park,  with  a picnic  as  a supplement. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  securing  a new  piano  through  the 
mediation  of  Mrs.  Joyce. 

We  must  not  forget  the  entertainments  given  by  the  Misses 
Potter,  annually,  in  memory  of  their  father,  our  late  Manager,  Mr. 
O.  B.  Potter. 

The  Robin’s  Nest,  Tarrytown,  gave  us  3,389  days’  carp  of  8 
children,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  they  were  well  cared  for,  and 
everyone  was  loath  to  leave. 

The  Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  Long 
Island,  gave  us  385  days’  care  for  11  children. 

The  Children’s  Aid  Society  at  Bath  Beach  gave  us  568  days’ 
care,  47  children  being  entertained. 

At  Blythedale,  Hawthorne,  New  York,  we  had  403  days’  care, 
16  children  being  represented. 

The  Crippled  Children’s  Driving  Association  gave  us  bi-weekly 
rides  in  the  Park,  for  the  past  seven  months,  32  children  being 
accommodated  on  a single  day. 

The  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  at 
Coney  Island,  are  still  caring  for  a number  of  our  children  from 
the  Hospital  and  the  Out-Patient  Department.  We  bespeak  for 
them  your  cordial  thanks. 

The  Superintendent  and  the  Matron,  who  also  fills  the 
position  of  Directress  of  Nurses,  and  the  Registrar  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  have  been  most  efficient  and  are  worthy  of 
commendation. 

I beg  to  refer  you  to  the  data  furnished  in  the  body  of  the 
report.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  ‘‘Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
nieutarv  10  an  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  ce  M v: 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
ley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
cociety  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  aviend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy -seven,  entitled  “ An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty -eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.'  ’ Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  pr<  perty  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE-  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864 ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 
• April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  os  the  Society  are  to  apply  skillfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children;  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to" 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  P.  H.  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants, may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant,  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  anv  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent ; and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.

RULES. — The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week-day  for  the  treat- 
ment of  out-patients  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Applicants  for  admission  of 
in-patients  will  be  received  every  day  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted)  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Day  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  in- 
patients, Saturday  from  2 to  4 P.  M.  Other  days,  visitors  to  the  Hospital 
admitted  between  2 and  4.30  P.  M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for  every 
curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz  : spinal  diseases  tending  to  hump  back, 
hip  disease,  white  swellings,  and  all  deformities  resulting  from  paralysis 
and  rickets.  Also,  trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  supporters  for  women, 
laced  stockings  for  enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated  limbs,  and  every  variety 
of  bandages  for  this  class  of  sufferers.  The  charity  is  confined  to  New 
York  City,  and  patients  without  the  limits  will  be  required  to  pay  board 
and  washing.  Curable  children,  aged  from  4 to  14,  will  be  received  into 
the  hospital  for  treatment  after  an  examination  in  out-patient  depart- 
ment, corner  48d  Street. 

CONDITIONS. — 1.  To  the  poor,  unable  to  pay,  gratis;  to  others 
a charge  will  be  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  apparatus  needed. 

2.— Those  living  without  the  limits  of  New  York  City  who  require 
treatment  in  hospital  will  be  required  to  pay  for  beard  and  apparatus  if 
required. 

8. — The  hours  for  examination  are  from  1 to  3 P.  M.,  and  it  is  urgently 
requested  that  physicians  and  patrons  who  recommend  patients  will  send 
them  between  these  hours. 

NOTE. — The  Society  is  mainly  dependent  for  support  on  its  receipts 
and  the  contribution  of  the  benevolent.
